REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest reference of record is US 6,518,428. The patent teaches a process for 
preparing amine platinum complexes. The filing date of the patent is April 11, 2000. 
However, because the patent and the present application have the identical inventive 
entity, rejection based on 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) or 102(e) does not apply. The issue of 
double patenting also does not arise because the claims of the patent are directed to the 
process of making the amine platinum complexes. One skilled in the art would not have 
been motivated to modify the teachings of the reference. Thus, the reference alone does 
not teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed compounds and therefore, the instantly 
claimed compounds are deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
